They Were Begun About Two Years 
Ago But England Has Always 
Refused Independence. 


Almost ever since the Boer war began

efforts to agree upon terms were unsuccess- 
ful, for the reason that the Boers held out 
steadily for independence and the British, 
while willing to concede practically every- 
thing else needed to rehabilitate the South 
African Republics, persistently refused to 
even consider the question of Boer inde- 


pendence. 

The first overture for peace was made 
by Presidents Kruger and Steyn. on March 
5. 1900. seven days after the surrender of 
Cronje and his army at Paardeberg. In a 
telegram to Lord Salisbury the two Presl- 
dents offered peace on the basis of the com- 
plete independence of the two Renublics. 
This offer was refused by Lord Salisbury. 
who in his reply gave to the world, fé> the 
first .~themanmnouncement that Great 
Rrittiin proposed to annex the Orange Free 
State and Transvaal Republic. 

On March 13. 1900,° President MoKinkey 
made an effort to extend the friendly 
offices of the United States in the interests 
of ‘peace. Through Ambassador Choate at

To President Mc¥inlev's note Lord Salis- 
bury replied that the government of Great 
Britain did not propose to accept the inter- 
vention of any power in the settlement of 
South African affairs. 
Lord Salisbury'’s reply to President Mc- 
Kinley was in effect a notification to the 
s0owers of Europe that their intervention 
fn behalf of the Boers would. be resisted 
even to the extent of war. The European 
powers accepted the note in that spirit and 
from that day all thought of European in- 
tervention, if it had existed at all, was 
abandoned. 

The fortunes of war in the year 1900 
compelled President Kruger to abandon 
Pretoria. He resolved to go to Europe 
and make a personal appeal to France. 
Germany and Russia for intervention in 
behalf of the Boers. He sailed from Lor- 
enzo Marquez in a Dutch warshiv and 
landed at Marsailles on November 22. He 
was received with extravagent expressions 
of welcome by the French populace and his 
rogress to Puris was a triumph. At Paris 
e was received officially by President 
Loubet and Premier Waldeck-Rousseau as 
the rnler of an independent republic. But 
beyond attending to President Kruger the 
official courtesies due a ruler, the French 
government did ay Kruger was un- 
able even to discuss the project of inter- 
vention. On December 1 he started for 
Berlin to see the Emperor of Germany. At 
Cologne he was informed that the Kaiser 
could not receive him. He therefore pro- 
ceeded to Holland, where he received an 
enthusiastic welcome and an asylum. But 
the attitude of France and the refusal of 
the Kaiser to receive him was sufficient 
reason for the other continental powers to 
a a deaf ear to all projects of interven- 
tion. 

In the meantime three Boer agents, 
Messrs. Wessels, Fishersand Wolmerans. 
had visited several European countries and 
the United States. They received no offi-

On Feb. 22 negotiations for peace be- 
tween Lord Kitchener and en. Louis 
Botha were arranged by Mrs. Botha, who 
arranged for a conference between the two 
commanders-in-chief. 

After several days’ correspondence by 
cable the British government ‘authorized 
Lord Kitchener to offer terms to Gen. 


"Pitre terms Gen. Botha. on behalf cf 
the Boers, declined. to, accgpt, . declaring 
they were little better than those England 
would be compelled ‘to grant even if the 
Boers were completelv subjugated. 

On Julv & President Kruger, having re- 
ceived permission. to send a message to 
the Boer leaders in the field, telegraphed: 

Delarey, Steyn: Con- 
tinue fighting; alleviation will be sent 
when needed; enough for the present. 

On Aug. 6, 1901, Lord Kitchener issued the 
celebrated yroclamation threatening to 
banish all Boer leaders who did not sur- 
render before Sept. 15. To this proclama- 
tion Botha, Steyn. and De Wet replied de-

Sept 29, Lord Kitchener issued a second 
proclamaiicn ordering the sale of the farms 
of the Boers known to be in the fleld. 

On Jan. £8, all England yas excited by 
the announcement in the House of Com- 
mons by A. Balfour that the Dutch 
gcverninent had offered to act as a nego- 
tiator for peace between Great Britain and 
the Boer forces. It was generally believed 
that the Boers had authorized the Dutch 
minister to begin overtures for peace. 
‘here was a general feeling of disappoint- 
ment when a few days later it was learn- 
ed that the Dutch government had only 
requested permission to send two envoys to 
South Africa to discuss the situation with 
the fighting Burghers. On Feb. 3, the Brit- 
ish government formally declin to grant 
the request. 

Great Britain heard no more of peace 
negotiations until March 28, when the news 
of the arrival at Pretoria of Acting Preai- 
dent Schalkburger with a request for safa 
conduct througn the British lines to con- 
suit with other Boer leaders concerning 
new propositions for peace. The request 
was granted, the Boer leaders met, a 
the peace agreement that ended the war 
followed.

PRINCETON, N. J. June 7.£“It is nec- 
essary that I should remain noncommittal 
with regard to the present most lament- 
able conflict between the coal miners and 
the operators,’ said ex-President Cleve- 
land to the Post-Dispatch, “because, be- 
ing a member of the Civic Federation, I 
may at any time be summoned to one of 
its meetings and wish to be in a position 
to aet impartially. 

“The Civic Federation has already done 
much good. It is a commendable attempt 
to promote industrial peace, and worthy 
of support from labor and capital alike. 

“In such labor troubles as the preseat 
the interest of non-combatants should be 
considered. It should be generally known 
that the sympathy of the public would be 
alienated from any corporation or body 
of wageworkers that has rashly or incon- 
siderately brought about an _ industria! 
conflict. 

“But it is not my belief that arbitration 
must be insisted upon tn the present In- 
stance or at any time. Compulsory arbi- 
tration would be apt to increase the num- 
ber of industrial disputes, by awakening 
expectations of favorable decisions from 
the board of arbitrators. 


Cleveland’s Words 

to Congress. 

“In 1886 I sent a special 
Congress recommending the formation 
a permanent commission of labor to which 
all such disputes might be refered. In 
that message I said: : 

“ ‘Something may be done by the fedegal 
authorities to prevent the disturbantes 
which so often arise from disputes between 
employers and the employed and which 
at times seriously threaten the business 
of the country; and in my. opinion tv 
croper theory upon which to proceed is 
that of voluntary arbitration as the means 
of settling these difficulties.

-In connection with ap- 
ples there was also a fine display of Missoy- 
ri wines, ciders, vinegars and preserved 
fruits, all in extensive variety and so 
charming to the eye and taste as to secure 
22 gold medals, 16 silver and 5 bronze med- 
als. 

“The mines and mining exhibit, tu charge 
of the Hon. F. P. Graves of-Doe Run was 
always a source of interest. Such magnifi- 
cent displays of lead and zinc, of granite 
and terra cotta, of calcites and blends were 
at first bewildering, but under close exami- 
nations easily demonstrated the great. re- 
sources that lie underneath the fruitful soll 
of Missouri. More zinc is mined in ‘that 
state and gaiena unearthed than in any 
other state, not excepting Colorado, and 
the display at the exposition was entirely 
worthy of this fact. Mr, Graves never 
wearted in explaining to the multitude the 
mysterious processes by which valuable 
minerals are discovered and developed, and 
his charming personality added a svecies cf 
fascination to his exhibita.

All these letters too clearl¥ indi- 
cate to my. mind the cause of the devres- 
sion in prices to attribute it to any other 
eause. hrough these letters I have had 
access to estimates made all over the po- 
tato fields of northern Texas, which esti- 
mates, conservatively viewed, have created 
the impression that northern Texas will 
alone produce 40,000.000 bushels, or, calculat- 
ing five persons to every family, nearly three 
bushels to every family in the United 
Siates. These estimates, it is true, were 
principally made a month ago, when en- 
thusiasm was at its highest pitch, Dut the 
actual status of the production since then, 
rv matter how fully and carefully made. 
has been unable to disabuse the buyers 
North and East, and now, so far as my 
cbservation goes, the Texas crop is being 
sought only upon consignment.

Judge Ryan announced that the attorneys 
for the state and for the defense would be | 
given until] the time of opening covrt Mon- 
day morning to agree on a place and that 
if they’ failed to agree the court would de 
cide. 

It was understood that the preference of 
Butler’s lawyers is for Ironton, Mo. This 
town, the county seat of Iron county, was 
mentioned by Attorney Charles P. Johnson 
in his argument, together with St. Charles, 
as a place where his client could get a fair 
trial. 

Mr. Folk said that a change of venue 
to a small county seat might mean delay 
until next September, as in many of the 
smaller counties the criminal court does 
not meet again until that month. 

PLACES FOR THE TRIAL. 

If Kansas City should be chosen, the trial 
could be had within a few weeks. Kansas 
City, although not a county seat, has a 
criminal court which holds frequent ses- 
sions. The only other large towns to which 
the case could be convenjently be taken 
are St. Charles, Jefferson City, Mexico and 
Sedalia. 

“The only disadvantages which will re- 
sult to the state from the decision are exe 
pense and probable delay,’’ said Mr. Folk. 
‘Butler will be as likely to be convicted 
at any county seat in the state as in St. 
Louls, The state, however, will need to 
watch the case closely.” 

Wherever the case may be taken, Mr. 
Folk will have charge of the prosecution, 
assisted by the local prosecuting officers. 
Judge Ryan's decision was reached after 
30-minute arguments had been offered by 
Attorneys Folk and Johnson. 

Butler's attorneys stated when arguments 
were first called for that they would make 
no argument, other than to present the 
court with a copy of the Post-Dispatch of 
June 6, containing a republication of the 
famous ‘‘Fee,"’ ‘Fee,’ “Fee” interview of 
January 28. 

In this interview Butler stated that he 
would agree to deliver legislation to those 
who paid his “fee.”

HE WALKED WITH CRUTCHES 


Crippled With Rheumatism, He Cov- 
ered Perilous Snow Journey of 75 
Miles Without Mishap.

SALT LAKE CITY, June 6.—After floun- 
dering on crutches for nearly 70 miles 
over snow 30 feet deep in places, and up 
and down steep ridges, A. D. Pardee, a 
young Philadelphian, crippled with rheu- 
matism, has arrived here from Thunder 
mountain, having accomplished a feat that 
experienced miners said was impossible. 

Since January the new Eldorado has been 
cut off from the world by the snow. Pardee 
and two companions made a rike that 
panned out almost pure gold. "sod being 
scarce, they decided to attempt the trip 


down the mountains, 70 miles, to the set- 
tlements. 

They started with a dog sled for Par- 
dee to ride on. He was so badly crippled 
with rheumatism that he was just able to 
get on and off the sledge.

In search of balm for his_ feelings, 
wounded by the allegation of fraudulent 
@ambling, he has directed that a suit for 
paapnges be bronght. To his lawyer he 
said: 

“Bring suit for $10,000 damages against 
that tyro Snow for causing my arrest and 
serve him quick with the papers before he 
gets out of town. I'll teach him to say I'm 
a crooked gambler.”’ 

The necessary papers’ were drawn and a 
clerk sent out to serve them. 

In court Masterson and nis three friends 
were arraigned for having gambling tools 
in their possession, and the trial was post- 
popned until Monday. 

“Tell the jrdge to give back my gun,” 
said Bat anxiously to his lawyer. 

“Mr. Masterson says will you kindly re- 
store to him his revolver.’’ said the law- 
yer to the magistrate. ‘‘He is willing to 
pay any price. He is much attached to the 
weapon. having got it in 1877, the year it 
Was made by the Colts.” 


“The Best Friend

tectives in the case today sought to have 
the prisoners held on an affidavit charging 
them with swindling Elder Snow in Chi- 
cago but the court said it could not be 
done. as there was no evidence here as to 
what had occurred in Chicago. 


Dead Shot at 

Human Targets. 

Masterson has a record as a dead shot at 
human targets in the West, and history 


shows that it was well earned, ectnane® 
it should be said that all his killings ve 
been done in the interest of the law and 
order. Masterson was a marsha] in th« 
early days of Dodge City, Kan., and be- 
came a terror to the border thugs and ban 
dits who were trying to run the town. 

He had to kill a number, of them by way 
of example, but, once hia reputation was 
established, he had things his own way. 
and quiet took the place of riotous disorder 

In his early days Masterson was a buffal 
hunter. He participated in several Indian 
fights, and came to Dodge City at the age 
of 19. He was elected sheriff in ‘77. Ba:s 
Masterson’s brother, Ed, was killed one 
night by a man named Wagner. Bat wa: 
present at the time. His brother turned 
= pa. with his hand on his breast, anc 
said: 

‘jet I’m shot, and I think I’ve got m' 
ose.’’ 

Without permitting himself to become ex 
cited, Bat said to his brother: ‘‘Your coa 
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$28, 000. 
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is afire. Put it one and go across the street. 
I'll attend to this."’ 

Bat turned and shot Wagner, who stag- 
gered out on the sidewalk and fell dead. A 
man named Walker, who was with Wagner, 
shot at Bat, but missed him. Bat returned 
the fire, the shot taking effect. Walker 
went through the room and fell, just out- 
side the door. Bat followed him, but ap- 
parently thinking him dead, returned, 
crossed the street to where his brother, 
who was then dying, ly. 

Record of 
Twenty-Eight Killings. 

When the railroads opened up Colorado 
to the world Masterson left Dodge City 
and went thither, roaming from one in- 
fant town to another and always being 


chosen marshal and peacemaker when he 
could be prevailed upon to. take the of- 


ce. 
His skill with the revolver made him in- 
valuable, and no one ever inquired how 
many toughs tumbled before his never- 
missing muzzle. His friends claim, how- 
ever, and the records seem to bear them 
out, that he never drew his arms except 
in the cause of justice and the interest of 
law. Of the 28 men he is said to have 
in his strange and varied career, 
probably none deserved a better fate.

ASHES FALL 12 MILES AWAY 


Mexican Engineer Says Railroad Has 
Abandoned Route That Lay Near 
the Old Volcano. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., June 7.—Senor 
Juan Jose Martinez, a prominent Mexican 
civil engineer, arrived in Corpus Christi to- 
day from Colima, Mexico. He says Mount 
Colima is threatening and that great col- 
ums of smoke, ashes and fine pebbles are 
being emitted at intervals. 

He confirms the former report that work 
on the Mexican Central between Guadala- 
jara and Manzanillo had been suspended, 
owing to the voleano’s threatening attitude, 
He says that in the second week of May 
party of railroad workers were covered 
ith volcanic dust at a distance of 12 miles 
om Mount Colima, and that the rumbiin 
of the voleano could be distinctly heard. 
The ground trembled beneath their feet, 
trees swayed and great rocks, weighing sev-

eral tons, were ne and sent hurtling 
e. 


down the mountain si! 

It was then that the railroad officials 
first contemplated abandoning that route, 
which had been surveyed and graded at 
great expense. 

Senor Martinez is positive that the erup- 
tions of Mount Colima are sympathetic 
with those of Mont Pelee. He says the 
mountain's disturbances are always pre- 
ceded by heavy thunderstorms and livid 
electrical displays. 

He states that, so far. no human lives 
have been ‘ost, as at the first sign of danger 
those living directly under the crater tied. 
However, if a serious eruption should oc- 
cur, the town of Colima, about four miles 
from the volcano’s summit, would suffer 
severely, and probably be destroyed. 

The habitants realize the danger and 
haye made preparations for instant flight. 

Senor Martinez says that on June 3 
smoke and ashes were being emitted from 
the voleano in great quantities, and the 
eruptions were as serious as those first re- 
ported. 

Recently the Laredo press correspondents 
. reported that volcanic ashes were falling in 
that city. Some were inclined to doubt this, 
but Senor Martinez says it is probable the 
ashes were from Mount Colima, as with fa- 
vorabie winds they could travel a great dis- 
tance. Mount Colima is about 400 miles 
from Laredo. .

WALL STREET STOCKS 


MUCH BETTER TONE 


Labor Troubles the Only 
Cloud on the Horizon. 


UNDERTONE IS VERY FIRM 


CONFIDENCE IS SHOWN BY HOLD- 
ERS OF EVERY STOCK. 


The Last Seven Days Have Been Char- 
acterized by a Lazy and Halting 
Advance—Liquidation in 
Bond Issues. 


NEW YORK, June 7.—In Wall street to- 
day there was a lazy and halting advance 
of a large fraction in Canadian Pacific, 
| otherwise, not a single leading stock on the 
list varied more than a smal]! fraction. Tne 
small decrease in loans by the banks was 
insufficient to offset the decline of over 
a million in cash reserves, leaving the ‘sur- 
plus slightly lower than last week. 

It has been a dull week in the stock mar- 


ket, the volume of dealings for Tuesday 
to the lowe.t total for any 


ing, but there was evidence of Hquidation 
by some tired holders and the professionat 


rumors of ihe formation of a formidable 
bear party with a campalgn against prices 
in view. 

The great bear leaders of past campaiz”s 
have been committed to the protection of 
various important stocks for some time 
and this has been an important element 
in the sense of security in the stability of 
the market that has been felt. The anthra- 
cite coal strike has been a more or lvss de- 
pressing influence, and has served tw dis- 
courage any attempts to advance prices ina 
other parts of the list. There were e‘zorvts 
apparent by pools in one or two cases to 
advance prices after the first of the week, 
but the lack of a market to reaiize on after 
prices had been lifted discouraged thes 
efferts and the mar'tet feil into a state of 
profound neglect. 

There can be ‘no question of the heavy 
cost in earnings involved in the total shut- 
ting down of the anthracite mines and the 
withdrawal of the principal item of traf- 
fic from the coal roads. The calling out of 
the engineers and pumpmen and the strug- 
gle on the rart of the mine owners to 
keep thelr pumps running and save the 
mines from damage bv flooding hive added 
to the depressing influence. of the strike 
on values 

The increased bitterness and hostility re- 
sulting from the continuance of the strug- 
gle have added to the anxiety -which it 
causes: 

The stocks -f the coa'‘ers themslves have 
been well supported and have not suffered 
acutely, but the effect is potent on the 
markct-at-large. 

Whatever expectation was indulged in 
that the declaration of peace in South 
Africa would result in immediately stlinu- 
lating the securities market was promptly 
dissipated on Monday, when it was seen 
that the.order of the day in London was 
the taking of profits by the speculators who 
hed bought in anticipation of the peace 

©The profit taking continued during the 
week but seems to have spent its force. 
There has heen no activity of any conge- 
quence developed in foreign securities As 
vet, and it ts the oninion of foreign ob- 
servers that there will not be until after 
the coronation of the King. 

An important feature of the realizing in 
London was the taking of profits by Amer- 
ican holders of British consols. This oper- 
ation would naturally tend to replenish the 
supply of sterling exchange in New York. 
The higher rate for money which result- 
ed from last week’s large loan expansion 
by the banks was, at the same time, an 
influence deterrent to making remittances 
to foreign markets. 

Despite this, the course of foreign ex- 
change has been upwards, due to demand 
from bankers to cover maturities on bills 
eold here before in the course of borrow- 
ing in foreign markets. The foreign bor- 
rowings by American capitalists are known 
to be very heavy at this time, and the ef- 
fect of the maturing of these loang from 
time to time during the remainder of the 
year is the subject of much conjecture. 

Much depends, of course. on the volume 
of exports of our maturing crops. The 
promise of a plentiful corn crop and espe- 
Clally the flattering report of the cotton 
crop prospects by the government weather 
bureau aro received with gratification on 
this account, 

Great tmportance is attached, also, to 
the ultimate effect of the Boer peace in 
awakening activity in business and indus- 
try abroad. 

_ Enlarged demand for capital will have a 
marked cifect on the inclination of foreign 
lenders to renew thetr loans here. 

The national bank returng for the whole 
country for April show a low percentage 
vf rererves against deposits over the 
whole country, which emphasizes the point 
often made recently of the narrow margin 
of reseryes afforded by New York banks’ 
cash holdings against their own and New 
York Trust Co. deposits. 

An analysis of the controller’s: return 
~ the Eveneing Post of this city shows 
that country banks hold 27 per cent of the 
reserves, against 30%, a vear ago. The de- 
mand for money to move the crops ls, 
therefore, likely to fall, at least as largely 
as usual, on the eastern banks. For the 
banks of the eastern seaboard, the per- 
centage of reserves to deposits is 23% per 
cent, campored with ty a year ago. More 
than usual importance is therefore atached 
to the crop-moving needs this year, first 
in the demand from the Interior and later 
in the large volume of exchange created 
by exports to meet maturing foreign ob- 
ligations. 

The present narrow reserves of banks and 
the liability of the money market to such 
syndicate reqiurements as that which ex- 

anded last week’s bank loans by $15,000,- 
00 indicate the hazard of large speculative 
commitments on borrowed money liable to 
sudden cal} for payment. 

Aside from the labor troubles and the 
future needs to be met by the money mar- 
ket. conditions are almost without excep- 
tion favorable to values. The undertone of 
firmness and confidence in stocks is in 
accordance. 

There has been some liquidation of spec- 
ulative bond issues and an irregular tone 
in that department of the market. United 
States 2s regular, the 3s and new 4s (de- 
clined 4% and the 2s coupon and old 4s % 
per cent from the closing call of last week.

_ the Time for the Distance---Jockey Coburn’s 
Masterly Ride--Other Results. 


THE CLASSIC. CLUB MEMBERS’ HANDICAP. EVENT 


BY R. D. WALSH. 

Before a crowd which occupied every 
seat in the grand stand and filled all the 
aisles to overflowing Sam Hildreth’s gal- 
lant colt, Searcher, with the blood of the 
mighty Uindoo in his veins, captured the 
tlassic Club Members’ Handicap from one 
of the best fields of race horses ever as- 
sembled at the Fair Grounds in any racing 
event. | 

It was a magnificent victory, superbly 
won, and in a manner which left no doubt 
of the greatness of the vietor. For seven 
years the record for the distance has stood 
at 2:06, made by the great Clifford in his 
5-year-old form. Yesterday Searcher 
knocked a full second off this mark—run- 
ning the distance in the wonderful time 
of 2:05 and doing it in a comparatively 
easy manner. 

But while we may throw verbal bou- 
quets at Searcher for making this new rec- 
ord, we must not forget the fact that the 
real honors of the race belong to Clifford, 
When he won the Club Members’ Handi- 
cap in 1895 he carried 123 pounds, while 
Searcher had only 104 up when he made 
his record of 2:05. Considering the dif- 
ference in weight and the scale allowance 
of four- pounds between a four and five 
year old, I should consider Cliffdrd’s race 
the better. 


COBURN’S GREAT RIDE. 

Mork Coburn—who rode Searcher—elicited 
tremendous applause by the masterly ride 
he gave him. 

.Passing the stand for the first time, 
Searcher was next to last, while the favor- 
ite, Lady Strathmore, was sailing out in 
front with Nettie Regent. The pace was 
then a hot one—the first half having been 
run in 48%—and Coburn made no apparent 
effort to overhaul the leaders at this point. 


Good judge of pace that he is, he knew the 
leaders would come back, as it was impos- 
sible to keep up that galt. 

He gradually improved his position, how- 
eevr, around the back stretch, and when 
the leaders turned into the homestretch 
he was up among the leaders and within 
striking of Terra Firma, who had here 
pe to the front with a magnificent burst 
of speed.

With regu- 
lar habits, an voracious appetite, which he 
satisfied only within the orders of his train- 
er, who carefully planned a diet of whole- 
some, sensible food, Duffy got himself into 
condition to run 100 yards faster than any 
man ever did, 

Duffy is modest. He tells his own story 
of his record race as follows:

BOILS WATER IN CHIMNEY 


Also Heats It and Plunges It Into 
Water Without Breaking—Glass 
Dealers Slow to Believe in 
His Discovery. 


MUNCIE, Ind., June 7.—"‘I claim to have 
discovered the secret of making malleable 
glass, the long lost art of the ancients, 
and, though I have not succeeded in ob- 
taining a glass that is absolutely malleable 
that is, hammerable and unbreakable—I am 
now manufacturing semi-malleable ware, 
and soon will be able to put on the market 
a kind of giass that will be as malleable 
as any of the metals,”’ was the statement 


made by Louis Kauffeld, owner of a glass 
factory in Matthews. 

Kauffeld is the head of a lamp chimney 
factory that now employs about 110 men, 
and is prospering in the manufacture of 
ordinary glass chimneys. He is turning 
out a few chimneys of the semi-malleable 
ince. but says he is not yet ready to put 
them on the market in any considerable 
quantity. 

In the presence of a correspondent and 
a workman, Mr. Kauffeld took a glass chim- 
ney of ordinary appearance, put as much 
water in it as it would hold when it was 
placed horizontally, and placing it over 
& fire proceeded to boil the water without 
cracking the chimney. 

Next this same chimney was heated until 
it was almost at the melting point and 
lunged into cold water. The chimney went 

rough the ordeal without injury. 

Kauffeld followed this experiment by tak- 
ing up the now cooled chimney and using 
it as a hammer, driving a good-sized nail 
into a tough board with {t. Again the 
chimney came forth unharmed. 


Could Weld 
Broken Pieces. 
“If a piece of this chimney were broken 
out I could take another piece of this kind 


of glass and weld it to the broken chim- 
ney, making, so to speak, a glass patch,”’ 
sa Kauffeld ee rt A 

The usefulness of this glass is great. 
Coffee pots and tea kettles might be mad 

of it as easily as: of tin or stee) and woul 

no more crack under great heat than arti- 
cles manufactured from those metals. The 
housewife in canning fruit might heat the 
fruit directly in the glass jars before they 
are sealed.’’ 

While Kauffeld’s process is unknown to 
anybody es himself he volunteered the 
information that the lime and lead that are 
used in the manufacture of ordinary glass 
do not enter into the composition of this. 
What the substitutes are he would not say. 

The secret lies,’”’ he said, “in the chemi- 
cals that are used in making this glass and 
the proportions in which these chemicals 
are put into it.

Three months before the mayor of Griggs- 
ville was asked to call a meeting. It was 
largely attended, but it was local. The 
Pittsfield meeting grew out of it. The date 
set was the date of the Democratic coun- 
ty convention. Small handbills- were sent 
out. Pittsfield has 3000 population ordi- 
narilly,,but it had 6000 Thursday. 

There are signs in the new Pittsfield. 
courthouge that read: ‘Don’t spit on the 
floor,’’ ‘$5 fine for spitting on the floor.” 
The men who had paid for the court- 
house were its occupants Thursday. It was 
one of the most exciting days in the coun- 
ve history. Nearly all Pike County chews 
St. Louls plug. 

There are probably a bushel of peanut 
hulls on the courtroom floor. The heavy 
consumption of goobers is said to have 
conducted to conservatism, else there might 
have been a lynching to add to the day's 
notable place in history. , 


Calls for 
Dr. Skinner. 


When the resolutions were read there 
were cries for Dr. Skinner. He also is from 
Griggsville. Dr. Skinner was one of the 
first advocates of a law and order league. 

“Movements of this kind,’ the doctor 
said, ‘‘were met with favor at the start. 
Luther was told what would happen to him 
if he made a certain move. ut we all 
know what he did for moral reform.’’ 

The doctor got in a bit of Robert Em- 
met's trial, and then he said those as- 
sembled were not assembled to arraign any 
individual, but said certain recent dispen- 
sations of justice deserved to be denounced. 
He said it did not seem proper for him 
to take out of the hands of the jury the 
powers that the state had delegated to it. 

“I do not know whether we all definitely 
understand the purpose of this meeting,” 
said Chairman C. C. Winn.

They had, not 
been friends. Threats had been made by 
Doane, Sunday, May 1. Bartlett was ridin 
through an abandoned road on the farm o 
Doane. He had almost reached the gate 
opening out on to the highway when Doane 
saw him and sald, ‘““—— ——, J'll get him.” 
He interceded the lad at the gate. 

Bartlett was trying to get on his horse 
when Doane pulled off and slapped him 
and then doubling his big fist. Bartlett 
drew a knife and cut, claiming self-de- 
fense. Ex-Judge Orr and I defended. The 
jury found not gullty. 

William Henry furnished the next case. 
He lives in the southern part of the coun- 
ty He killed Charles Jennings, his brother- 
in-law. The trouble grew out of Jennings 
taking charge of Henry's hogs and cows 
that ‘broke into Jennings’ wheat field, 
Henry had made threats.

Frank Newman’s Case 
Was the Pivotal One. 
“The next case was that of Frank New- 
man of Griggsville, Ill. He is a farm own- 


er and stock buyer worth $36,000. His 
father, Benjamin, is president of the Griggs- 
ville National Bank and worth half a mil- 
lion, soma say; others a quarter. The son 
is a Mason. The father isa Baptist and al- 
mess built the Baptist Church at Griggs- 
ville. 

“Frank was charged with murdering 
Michael Cochran of Griggsville, who owned 
lands tn the bottoms along the Illinois riv- 
er, adjoining those of Frank Newman 
north of Valley City.

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LIVING LONGER NOW, 

According to a famous physician quoted recently, human 
life is lengthening in a degree which can be measured by 
decades and even by years. Since 1890 the increase has been 
very perceptible. 

In that year the average duration of life was determined at 
$1.1 years. In 1900 the average had risen to 30.2. 

This is interesting, especially in view of the great crowding 
going on. People are flocking to the cities all over the 
‘world, and are herded in tenements and apartments often 
ill suited to the requirements of comfortable living. But in 
spite of this life grows longer. 

The reason is, probably, that sanitary science is gradually 
overcoming the obstacles of indifference and inertia.

The department officials had faith to 
believe that Gen. Kitchener knew his business and would 
disgrace neither himself nor his country. 

His policy won, as the world knows; and incidentally the 
world has formed an opinion of the hero of Khartoum dif- 
ferent from the one it had entertained before. Kitchener has 
been regarded as the acme of coldness and self-interest. He 
has been regarded as a fighter so interested in killing his 
King’s enemies that he had no time for love or laughter or 
to cultivate the good will of his fellow men. 

Now we behold him consorting with the men he had faced 
so many times in battle and arguing with them with “so 
much freedom and unconventionality” that some of his own 
advisers became alarmed. 

The coldness is the soldier in him. The “Don’t be sulky” 
and the slap onthe shoulder are the man.

BEES, ANTS AND NEW WOMEN. 

Some of the scientists and philosophers have been making 
extraordinary investigations into the life habits of those 
social insects, the bees and ants. Maeterlinck’s fascinating 
book, “The Life of the Bees,” is a product of this activity, 
and August Forel, a Swiss scientist, gives in. the International 
Monthly some remarkable results of his study of ants. 

Maeterlinck frequently compares the social order of the 
bees with that of human bcings, and in fact it is impossible 
to study either bees or ants without doing so. In both these 
insects, there exists a race instinct that has welded the 

individuals intd commonwealths, in which many charac. 
teristics supposed to be wholly human are found. 

And in this study We find warnings for our own race. 
What, for example. would be more repulsive than for the 
human tace to be divided up into worker}, drones a 
queens, as are the bees; or into soldiers, slaves and ‘coma 
as most of the ant colonies are. | 1 

It seems to have been the idea of division of labor which 
resulted in so splitting these insects into castes and classes—- 
if insects can have ideas. Each caste or class js exactly 
fitted for its special duty. But what has become of the 
Opportunity for personal expression? It is destroyed, for 
the sake of the general welfare. Should we think this worth 
while? 

The precursor of the ant and bee social order among 
human beings is the so-called New Woman. She desired to 
found a new female order—one of workers, undomestie, 
displacing the male worker, relegating him to tlhe rear. 
Would not this result in the creation of a true human hive? 
Would not the mem be compelled to become drones? And 
would not the drones ultimately suffer the same fate as 
the female workers in the bee community deal out to the 
drone or male bee?

her coffin, he said: ‘““‘These were written to 
you, and you must take them with you.” 
With that he put the manuscript. volume 
‘against her cheek and wrap it round 
with her beautiful hair, which, as his pic- 
tures show, was long and auburn. 


Fourteen Years After. 

The dead woman was Hi in her 
grave when Rossetti’s frierids prevailed 
upon him to have the coffin exhumed in 
order that the poems, of which there was 
no other copy, might be published. 

After many preparations the grave was 
opened at night by the light of torches 
under the supervision of one of Rossetti's 
friends. When the lid of the coffin was 
taken off it was found impossibie to re- 
move the book without removing the hair 
also, for it had grown in the grave and 
wrapped itself around and even wound it- 
self through the pages of the decaying 
volume. , 

Two Treasures. 

Eventually both the hair and the boo 
were returned to Rossetti The one ae 
placed aside among his most sacred pos- 
sessions, and it remained with him to the 
day of his death, a long, rich tress of 
golden hair, as fresh as life. The other 
was carefully restored in the parts where 
it had suffered injury from its long #0- 
journ in” the grave and afterward pub- 
lished under the general tit]¢ “Poems.”” As 
everybody knows, the book made @ tre- 
mendous impression and created for tae 
world a new poet. But perhaps the poet 
himself never entirely forgave the ambi- 
tion which had tempted him to what ta 
some moments he regarded as an act of

“When the electric oscillations, intercept- 
ed in their passage through the ether by the 
upright wire, traverse ihe coherer at its 
basé these filings are packed together, or 
ecohered, and the local circuit is thus es- 
tablished. Now, this condition will persist 
‘Until some outside mechanical force is ap- 
plied to break up the chains of filings by 
shock or tapping. 

‘‘Notwithstanding many elaborate precau- 
tions, if this coherer is made extremely 
sensitive, for long-distance trangmission, 
false signals are sometimes recorded from 
these side sparks, with the result of per- 
haps an imperfect or illegible message. 

“But rha the greatest disadvantage 
arising from he use of a decohering mech- 
anism is the slow speed of word transmis- 
sion which the method necessitates. The 
spose of sending by the Marconi system is 
limited by the capacity of the coherer, de- 
coherer and registering device, and great 
care must be observed by the sending op- 
erator not to exceed in speed the ability of 
the receiver to record. 

“It was partly with this fact in mind that 
the form of key universally used by Mar- 
coni operators was designed. 

“This is really more like a throttle Jever 
ou a locomotive than the ordinary Morse 
key. The contact arm travels a distance of 
six to ten inches, and alternately shifts the 
upright wire connection from the receiving 
mechanism to the sending apparatus. It is 
obvions that with such a device a manipu- 
lator -would be skilled indeed who couid 
send more than 15 or 20 words a minute. 

“With the automatic responder of the 
American system, a closed-circuit device, 
the local current is ordinarily flowing 
through it, energizing the magnets of the 
telephone or relay in circuit. The normal 
resistance of the responder is some fifty 
ohms. When the electric wave traverses it, 
in its passage from the upright wire to the 
earth, its action is to suddenly increase the 
resistance of the oe, «eet or to open the 
circuit altogether. his action of course 
gives a click in the telephone or on the 


de < fs 

“Now, instantly the @ectric wave has 
passed, the action of the local battery is to 
close again the circuit at the responder and 
the original conditions are automatically 
restored. This automatic quality is the 
great virtue of the anti-coherer principle.”’

A Study of the Elephant Which Killed 


@ Man Who Didn’t Treat 
It Right.

NEW YORK, June 6. 
Seventeen years ago the elephant that 
killed a man in Brooklyn the other day 
who was annoying her emigrated from 
India. 


There wasn't any future for an elephant 
in the Indian country—and hardly any 

resent. The jungle was not what it used 

o be. he vent of the English and the 
civilization of the Indian haa robbed the 
forest of its charms. The national game 
of stampeding was getting out of date and 
there were few diversions. Elephant life 
in India was getting deadly dull. 

Then came rumors over trom Ireland of 
the chances in the states. 

Tops wasn’t civilized and hadn't any ed- 
ucation to speak of; but, according to ru- 
mor, these conditions helped rather than 
hindered. The main thing was to land in 
New York and get a foothold. 

According, Tops allowed herself to be 
captured, chained and shipped to this coun- 
try by a circus agent who made a business 
of that sort of thing and paid her passage 


‘| over. 


Tops was foxy for an elephant. She was 
also fortunate, The first man she met aft- 
er she landed here was one Forepagh— 
@ man with wonderful insight into the 
characters of elephants and small boys. 

Mr. Forepaugh was much impressed with 
Tops’ style and engaged her on the spot, 
He said she had “temperament” and a good 
physique, and rsolved to play her as a star. 

As she was an elephant the customs offi- 
clals didn’t dare go through her trunk, 
which was a great saving of time and temi- 


per. : 

Tops was taken direct from the ship to the 
circus, where she met a number of other 
elephants with stage manners and inferior 
spirit—and Prof. William Emery, who knew 
more about elephants than Tops did, coax- 
ing them by right of his soft eyes and con- 
quering them by reason*of his square 
aw. 

“She’s a queen,”’ said Prof. Emery, after 
a careful study of his new charge. 

hen began the education of Tops. For 
six months she was stupid, rebellious and 
absolutely untamable. hen she grasped 
the first essential lesson—that though the 
rofessor was small in stature he was large 

n authority and long on the taming of 
shrews. 

Patiently the professor worked with Tops. 
Each day he spent hours lifting one of her 
great feet to the sound of a whip crack 
till at last she understood what he wanted 
and did it ‘herself. 


Her Education 
Was Rapid. 


From this small beginning she learned 
all the intricate steps of a dance. Then 
Tops did a remarkable thing. She devel- 
oped an ear for music, which means a good 
deal, for elephants ears art big. 

In a year’s time, Tops was admitedly 
the belle of Prof. Emery’s dancing class. 
She swayed her big body to the soft rh¥thm 
of the music and lifted her feet with the 
staccato notes, with all the grace of a 
premiere danseuse. 

And ‘she learned to lie down and close her 
eyes when. the professor said good-night, 
and to rise.and blink her big gray orbs 
when he: gaid good marning. Then he had 
a way of. briaging folks in to Tops to show 
her off. At such times he would salute her 
with a formal “Good morning, Tops,"’ and 
Tops would respond with a respectful dip 
of her head and extend her long trunk for 
a handshake, while she uttered something 
in elephant language which the professor 
interpreted as “Good morning, gentlemen.” 

That the other elephants were jealous 
did not seem to worry Tops, It rather 
amused her, for Tops had become thor- 
oughly Americanized and feminized, and as 
her intelligence and accomplishments in- 
creased, her vanity grew in proportion. 

She knew she was a superior elephant, 
even if she hadn't overheard the professor 
say so many times, she would have guessed 
it from the jealousy of her sex. She 
snubbed them all, and fought with them on 
the least provocation. 

But if Tops had a chip on her shoulder, 
she had also a soft spot in her heart, 
which responded at nr to the touch of 
sympathy. The principal of give and take 
was the one on which Tops’ education had 
been founded, She was taught that when 
she was ugly she would be punished and 
when she was good she would be rewarded, 

She learned to know that she could not 
snarl at her keepers without receiving a 
blow, and she learned, too, that whenever 
she looked for a caress she got it. 

The motive that had actuated life tn the 
jungle, “kill or be killed,” was superseded 
by the motive which constitutes the mornl 
difference between men and beasts, the 
golden rule. 

It was this understanding of human prin- 
c!ples that made Tops almost a human ele- 
phant. When she wanted sympathy she 
would hold up her trunk and rub her head 
against the keeper’s.coat; and it was part 
of her training that the sympathy should 
never be refused. ; 


Tops’ Spirit 
Not Crushed. 
It must not be supposed, however, that 


because Tops did lady-like dances and ac. 
cepted sympathy, her spirit was crushed. 
All the old dash and bravado were still 
there—and that is what. made Tops valu- 
able—but they were under control. 

Tops after demonstrated the versatility 
of her nature on the road. Sometimes the 
circus stops in very rough towns through- 
out the West and a certain element get 
together and decide to break into the tents 
and have some “fun.” 

In times like these Tops was used as 
a “bouncer’ and let loose on the crowd 
of annoyers. The effect was instantaneous 
and after the field was cleared and quiet 
restored Tops would amble back to the 
sawdust ring and execute the steps of the 
minuet like a Colonial dame in ise. 

It was five years after the light of the 
higher education dawned upon To that 
her love affair came. Like all well-regu- 
lated love affairs, it began in the spring. 
IIis name was Moedock. He was an unpre- 
possessing brute, with bad manners and 
selfish ways, and other elephants “couldn't 
understand what she saw in him.” But 
Tops knew. It was but another evidence 
of her human proclivities that. sane a 
female of high intelligence, she threw her- 
self away on an animal of that kind. Any- 
way, the experience was a one for 
Tops. It brought out all that was best 


in her. 

For Moedock she fought and suffered a 
denied herself. He was too great a cow 
to fight his own battles, but Tops defended

no word of complaint. She settled the 
score with her riva 


He was too to consider her 
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for a departed lover, consider how much 
bigger an elephant is. For a long while 
Tops refused to eat—which is the surest sign 
that an elephant is out of order. 

But time, the gentle restorer, healed the 
wound, and Prof. Emery helped. He said 
he understood just how Tops felt, and he 
said Tops understood just how he feit she 
felt. 


So there was a great deal of understand- 1 


ing between them, and the lovelorn ele- 
phant came to know a great deal more 
about human sympathy, and her trunk was 
held up for every friendly hand to pat. 

So Tops’ faith in human nature and its 
kindly intent grew, and like one of those 
contradictions that often occur to impede 
the progress of human ethics out of that 
faith came the tragedy. For if Tops had 


not believed she would not have trusted. | 


And had she not trusted she would not 
now be a murderess. 

The victim approached her on Thursday 
ago. The gray light of 


Tops was awake 
and up. Jesse Blount, who was known as 
a ‘“hanger-on"’ at the circus, walked 
through the lephant inclosure. 

As he passed Tops she held _ up her trunk 
with a mute good morning. Blount struck 
it and went on. Tops drew back quivering. 

It was the first time since her civilization 
began that her kindly overtures had met 
with rebuke. Later Blount went back. He 
had been drinking, and between his teeth 
was a lighted cigar. 

As he neared the elephants he noticed 
Tops’ eyes following him. He went over 
and held out his hand. For a moment Tops 
hesitated. It was a crucial moment, but 
civilization won. ,Her faith was too strong 
for one rebuff to shatter It. 

She held out her trunk and la!ld the nose 
of it in Blount’s hand. With the other 
hand he struck her again. This time Tops 
pulled back her trunk, tossed her head 
angrily and stepped away. Blount followed, 
taunting her. 

Then, as she tried to turn around, a 
brilliant idea struck him. He seized her 
trunk, took the lighted cigar from his teeth 
and buried it in the delicate point, where 
all the nerve centers meet. 

With a roar of pain Tops sprang back, 
her eyes dilated, and she swung her trunk 
back and forth, moaning piteougly. The 
man laughed’ and there was another flash 
of the lighted cigar. 

Then Tops acted. Her education was one 
thing, the stinging pain another. 

The spirit of the jungle and its law of 
self-preservation rushed over her. With a 
roar she swung the heavy ‘trunk around 
her torturer’s waist and curled him up in 
it till his ribs were crushe! and his breath 
was gone. Then she dropped him with @ 
thud tnto the sawdust. . 

Blount was quite dead. And so were Tops 
ethics. '

Mr. Pierce pays taxes on real estate in 
St. Louls assessed at $88,000 and valued at 
not less than $150,000. He pays taxes on 
$120,000 worth of personal property worth 
many times more, competent § authority 
states. 

He is said to be rated on the books of the 
commercial agencies at $2,000,000, and it is 
understood that he has repeatedly declined 
in person, and through the Waters-Pierce 
Oll Co., to furnish any data to those who 
report the reputed riches of individuals and 
corporations.

He is the principal stockholder and the 
cha@rman of the board of directors of the 
Mexican Central, the principal railway of 
Mexico and the only line traversing th 
country east and west and having control 
of the chief seaports. 

He, owns Cedar Island, a hunting lodge 
near. Lake Nebagamain, La Crosse County, 
Wis. He has here a fishing and hunting 
preserve of 1000 acres in a high wire-netting 
fence 

With a Philadelphia man, who is a hunt- 
er for cariboo and a fisher for salmon iike 
himself, Mr. Pierce owns a mighty expanse 
of territory on the St. Lawrence river that 
is inhabited by French Canadians who are 
life tenants as were their fathers before 
them. They are supposed to pay rent, but 
they forget it. The simplest log huts, as 
hunting lodges, are used here. 

Mr. Pierce owns a summer cottage at 
Pride's Crossing, Mass. 

For six months he has lived in the Hotel 
Netherlands at New York, where he has 
been under a surgeon's care, and where he 
occupies nearly one éntire floor. 

His home in St. Louts is at 40 Vandevent- 
er place in a house designed by Boston ar- 
chitec ts. He Bad trouble with his con- 


ee 


tractors because of the peculiarities of his 
plans, but he built one of the mest con- 
venient Awellings in the city. 

The individuality of the man is stamped 
on bis home. It 4s different as he is differ- 
ent, ; 

It has the only underground irrigating 
plant in St. Louis except that being in- 
stalled at the Pierce mausoleum lot. Water 
pipes underlay the sod, and there is auto- 
matic regulation of flow to meet the needs 
of the grass as the weather varies. 

It has the first cold storage and refriger- 
ating plant to be placed in a private home 
in St. Louts. 

The ceilings are perforated and concealed 
in them are electric fans to suck up and 
expel hot air.

Mrs. Pierce died Jan. 5, 1899, afior doing 
much for the betterment of the society of 
the city in which she had lived her ali too 
Short life. She left behind three daugh- 
ters and two sons. They are Mrs. When 
Richards and Theron and Violet and Clay 
Arthur and Roy Pierce. Business rarely 
comes between them qnd their father. 

H. Clay Pierce has leng been a great 
club man. He was for several years presi- 
dent of the St., Louls Club, the million- 
aires’ club of the city. The new clubhouse 
on Lindell boulevard, at which Prince Hen- 
ry breakfasted, was built largely through 
Mr. Pierce's influence and largely with his 
money, though that which he advanced was 
all refunded. He is a member and found- 
er of the ali-mililoraire hunting and fish- 
ing Culvre club on the Cuivre river. 

He nas never been in Europe because, 
he said, he could never spare the time 
from business to make the trip, but friends 
of his say he made a vow long ago never 
to go abroad urtil he could go in his own 
private yacht. Recently a yacht he or- 
dered to be bullt was sold on the ways 
and the King of _Portugal's yacht was 
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bought by Mr. Pierce. Th this vessel, thor- 
oughly 'seagcing,. Mr. Pierce will live in a 
palace as he crosses to the coronation of 
King Bdward III. 

Since his elevation to the control of the 
Mexican Central, Mr. Pierce travels in his 
own private car, the Zamora, .the finest 
thing in rolling stock ever turned out by 
the Pullmans, many persons say. It is the 
longest car ever built for a railray offi- 
clal, and was christened on Mr. Pterce’s 
trip to his Wisconsin hunting and fishing 
preserve on Brule river. The car:has a 
library and a counting room, where work 
goes on with secretaries as at home. 

Mr. Pierce is an art collector and a lover 
of literature. He does not drink or smoke, 
and ates cigarettes. He is a member of 
the Second Baptist church, the pastor of 
which is Dr. W. W. Boyd. He has given 
the town of Clayton in St. Lawrence Coun- 
ty much money with which to make the 
village cemetery presentable. Here his 
kinfolks are buried. He has given to 
church work a great deal, though without 
informing the left hand. 

Mr. Pierce is a fine rife shot as well as 
handy with the shotgun and rod. He killed 
a cariboo at a mile, he says, by means of 
his telescope-sighted rifle, 

Mr. Pierce works with the same energy 


with which he recreates and fishes. The 
day he got away from 8t. Louls H was 
said to be impossible that he could attend 
to one-third of the matters pressing upon 
him. But he attended to them ajl and 
had time for lunch and to see that @ favor- 
ite fishing pole had not been left behind 
at the house. 

He leaves the minor matters to subordi- 
nates. He demands service on the instant. 
And he gets it. He prides himself on his 
ability to select men for heads of depart- 
ments. He is not eceonomical of money, 
but he is economical of words and of time. 

He is that rare combination, the plunger 
and the careful investigator. He, spends 
thousands for information and hites law- 
yers by the dozen to assure him he $s right. 
Then he plunges ahead, no matter what 
the consideration in money. ; 

His greatest coup was the purchase of 
control of the Mexican Central. The close 
relation of the road with the Mexican 
government makes it likely, it is believed, 
that its profits will be beyond ordinary 
conception. 

Those who know him best say his fortune 
now is the largest in St. Louts, and that 
its growth is likely to make Mr. Pieree, in 
a few years, one of the richest men in the 
United States.

commercial life. No firm now will em- 
ploy any man who is an immoderate par- 
taker of alcoholic stimulants. Intemperance 
is the chief cause of disease. It creates !t 
and it weakens the system so that when 
there is exposure to fatal ailments there ts

no power of resistance. 

Traveling men are ceasing to be drink- 
ers, even in a moderate way. I was read- 
ing the other day of a French seller of 
champagne who was allowed $40,000 a year 
with which to open wine. He didn't drink it 
He opened it for others. Harry Lear does 
or did the same thing, When liquor salpg- 
men do not drink you may see what busi- 
vess demands in the way of good habits. 
Once mearly all traveling men would answer 
when applying for insurance: “I drink oc- 
casionaly.”" Some drank oftener. How 
very many tell me they are absolute tee- 
totalers. They may buy drinks for others 
but they drink none themselves. The only 
ran about a brewery who is not considered 
an undesirable risk is the proprietor. It 
is supposed that his business interest will 
make him let his wares alone. 

All men exposed to the liquor habit are 
poor insurance risk#. Brewery employes 
are among the poorest. All drink enor- 
mous quantities of beer. Nearly: all say 
they drink moderately. But their ideas 
of moderation are pecullar. Anatice, an 
Ergtish ‘authority, cays it a G@angerous to 
health to take into the,sysetem more than 
one and a half ounces of absolute alcohol 


of beer is the Himit allowe@ a 
brewery worker and even then he is a 
especial risk. Few drink few as 10 
Ziasses a day. 
When ques 
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loned about liquor if a man 
admits he takes several drinks a day we 
ask him -f he drinks before breakfast. If 
he drinks before breakfast he is rejected, 
as this fact shows that the habit has 
such a strong hoid that it is likely to gain 
absolute control If he says he drinks in 
the morning then we are careful] “to find 
out what he drinks and how much. 

Une Insurance company is very chary 
of risks that have undergone any of the 
so-called cures for drunkennegs. Dr. 
Caruthers, of a big Hartford sanitarium., 
made an observation of 102 cure cases. 
At the end of 10 years 6 per cent had 
died, and only about 5 per cent persisted 
In total abstinence. These cures are by 
suggestion. An emetic, apomosphes, is 
given and the patient is told to try to 
drink. He could no more eat a beefsteak 
than he oould drink liquor. So soon as 
the emetic is out of his system he is what 
he was before, only he thinks he is differ- 
ent. 


Graduates of these cures, to be accept- 
able as risks, must show abstinence from 
the habit for five years, domestic environ- 
ments must be all right. and the applicant 
must be in a position where he is owning 
or managing a business or in some place 
of responsibility. 

The big business houses study the hab- 
its of their employes more today than 
the’ ever did. They have reports from 
the detective agencies on any employes 
they suspect of frequenting the saloons 
Vhen @ man keeps out of the saloons he 
gets sleep Sleep is an important fector 
to health. 

It is hard to get a man who drinks to 
tell how much he drinks«. Mte friends are 
indefinite. The insOrance companies, when 
their risk is large. get reports, too, from 
the detective agencies. They also call on 
Dun, Bradstreet. and Barr & Widen for 
special reports which include-dormestié ar- 
rangements and habits. The insurance 
companies want to know what the pros- 
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miums as they come due, as well as whit 
likelihood there is of the applicant’s bad 
habits overcoming him. The reports ‘of 
the detective agencies and the mercantile 
agencies go to the home office along with 
the medical examiner's report and the ap- 
plication, 

There is, of course, better understanding 
of the laws of hygiene on the part ef the 
common people, and the cities are kept in 
a becter state than ever before. There is 
sanitary inspection and garbage removal 
and sewers and better bathing facilities. 
The clothing and the food and the ven- 
tilation are better. 

More persons take exercise than used 
to. The man whose waist line is greater 
in length than the line that bounds his 
hreast is said to have been indolent, In- 
dulgent and sometimes intemperate and 
not infreyuently all three. Gout, Bright's 
disease, diabetes, and fatiy degenerations 
are the fat man’s bane. He is Hable to 
hernia from weak muscles, He has less 
vital resistance than a man in natural 
condition.

Those Accommodating 


Jumping Pompanos. 

“TIT presume the most of my readers who 
have visited Florida have heard wonderful 
stories of pompanos jumping into boats. 
I will tell some true ones, and some others 
afterwards that have been told to me. 

“On my first visit to Lake Worth. he- 
fore the Royal Poinciana and the railroad 
vere built. while I was on the little steam- 
Lake Worth en route from Dimmick's 
Iiotel to Juno, a pompano jumped into the 
engine room of the boat. 

“On my cruise with Capt. Ward, in 1833, 
while at Jupiter trolling tnside for blue- 
fish, etc., the pompanos were jumping all 
over the little bay, and two or three went 
over the small boat we were towing. I re- 
marked to the captain: ‘I believe some of 
these fellows will land in our boat;’ and 
he replied: ‘Sure, they often do: three 
Jumped boats y«isterday afternoon.’ In a 
short ®@me one did jump into our boat and 
we Cooked h!m for dinner. It is no exag- 
geration to that at Jupiter I fre- 
quently saw or possibly a hundred, out 
of the water at the same time. 

“Capt. Bravol of the steamer City of 
Key West tells this one; ‘We were ap- 
proaching Gilbert's Bar one night. I moved 
our ice box, with ice in it, to a place in 
the gangway aft, right near the opening, 
and, just before we got to the Narrows, 
put a lantern at each end of the box. Wa 
got into the Narrows just about dark and 
the pompanos began to jump into the vox 
upon the ice, never stopping until the bux 
was heaping full.’ 

“The captain said he believed any fish 
story ever told after living on Indian 
river five years, but a man from Oregon 
floored him. The captain told him of the 
great quantities of fish in Indian river, 
and the Oregon man did not look sur- 
prised at all, but said: ‘On the Columbia 
river where I come from we have salmon. 
I have looked at a school coming down 
the river, acres of them, and that is the 
greatest sight in the world, Sometimes 
one would jump out, and when he fell back 
there would be no place for him but to 
fall back on the school and die.’ 

“A man from the North, who spert his 
winters at Eden or Jensen, I forget which, 
heard these pompano stories and thought he 
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he fried them. Now, I don't believe this

“During March, 1897. while 1 was stay- 
ing at the Royal Poinciana, 1 strolled 
down to the pier just after an early break- 
fast. As I passed through the gate the 
gatekeeper said to me: ‘There is a fine 
school of mullet just behind the pier, about 
200 feet from the shore.’ I went out to 
look at them, and there they were, about 
75 feet from the plier, a round school of at 
least 100 feet in diamater and quite solid, 
with carracoudas and amber jacks sur- 
rounding and making dashes at them. I 
went over for Capt. Gardner, who was on 
the lake. We picked up our rods and went 
back to the pier. The instant Johan saw 
the school he said: ‘Those are not mullet; 
they are bluefish.’ And sure enough they 
were, the plier evidently having stopped 
them on their migration nortn. John said: 
‘Now is your chance. Put on a piece of 
mullet and cast into the school. A blue- 
fish is sure to take it. Haul him out and 
leave him there, and a baracouda or jack 
is sure to take him.’ I followed instruc- 
tions. and it turned out just as John said, 
I hooked an amber jack of 50 pounds or 
so. He charged around, taking and giving 
line for a few minutes, and then made a 
straight bolt for the spiles under us, ran 
around one of them, and there I was, 
minus 50 feet or so of my line, the barnacles 
the spiles cutting it.

What Became of 
the Alligator? 


“Some seven or eight years ago I was 
at the mouth of Indian river with Capt. 
P. J. Pacetti. One morning we concluded 
to go up the south fork eight or ten miles 
after black bass. We started in a rowboat 
and had gotten to an island where the 
river forks when. I saw within two or 
three hundred feet of the boat what I sup- 
posed to be pieces of bark floating upon 
the water. I called Pacetti’s attention to 
them. and he proneunced them alligators, 
as they proved to be. There were, twenty 
or thirty In sight. Pace.ti said: “Now is 
your chance to kill an alligator.’ L.gre- 
plied that I would as soon Kill a hog, cow 
or manatee. He finally convinced me that 
he ates show me how I melee, kill st 
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would be the case the alligator sank down 
quietly in about six feet of water. We 
moved over until within a few feet, where 
we could plainly see him on the bottom. 
Pacett! took the grains, which were on a 
pole twelve or fourteen feet long, with a 
cotton Jine twenty or twenty-five feet long. 
We moved quietly over the ‘gator, and the 
grains were driven into him just back of 
hie head. The pole was quickly drawn 
from the socket in the grains, leaving the 
grains in my hand. Well, that ‘gator 
rushed for everywhere at a lively rate and 
before Pacetti could fairly get the oars in 
his hand. We went stern a few feet be- 
fore Pacetti got partial control. We were 
towed around the river in every direction 
for ten or fifteen minutes, and then our 
.victim began to play out. We finally 
landed on the south shore, pulled him out 
and pounded him quite a while, leaving 
him for dead. But when we returned 
later in the day he had disappeared. The 
grass did not indicate that anyone had 
been arcund him, but did seem to show 
that he had crawled back into the water. 
He*was eight feet long.” 


It Is Possible 
to Get Enough. 


“On April 15, 1898, Capt. Gardner and my- 
self caught 14 pompano with light rods by 
cAsting into the surf about 5 yards south 
of the pler. at Lake Worth. Thirteen of the 
pompano weighed three pounds each, and 
one Weighed 224% pounds. We were catch- 
ing tnoem lively when we quit, but stopped 
because we had no use for them. (jr. Al- 
len. who had charge of the Poinclana and 
The Inn, weighed the large fish at the inn. 
We gave the large fish to a taxidermist, 
who mounted it. We-examined it closely, 


and were all agreed that it was a true 
pompano.’ 


Where Sharks 
Are Thick. 


“After you have fished awhile in Indian 
Key the sharks will come around and take 
your fish partly or entirely off. Prof. Wal- 
ker and myself were there in April, 1900, 
having fine success until the sharks cone 
after another pur in their appearance, in- 
creasing in number from 15 to ®, and in 
weight from 100 to 200 pounds. We kept 
at it until we concluded that we were in 
danger, as some of the sharks, in follow- 
ing our fish, ran within an car’s length of 
our boat, some of them even running under 
it. Discretion was the better part of valor, 
S80 we quit. Nearly all fish caught are re- 
turned to the water, as there is no use for 
them beyond the few necded for the boat's 
table. 

“Sharks will nearly always follow a boat 
trolling, and will usually take part or the 
whole of the fishes caught. I saw two 
gentlemen come in from a day's fishing off 
Biscayne Bay with quite a number of 
heads and parts of fishes biiten by the 
sharks.”’

BEGAN fishing in Wayne County, New 
York, when I was 7 years old, and I 
have never stoppei. I have fished in 

all the states and territories of the Union 
save Texas and the Dakotas; I have also 
fished in many parts of British America, 
from Victoria on the west te Lake St. John 
and the Saguenay river on the east, includ- 
ing the north and south and east and west 
shores of the Great Lakes, Georgian Bay 
and the St. Jawrence river: in the Adiron- 
dacks, Rangeley Lakes. as well as in very 
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many lakes and rivers in the states. I 
have also fished alomg the Atlantic coast 
from Atlantic City to Old Orghard, Maine, 
trolling for bluefish at all the impertant 
places north to Nantucket, and still fish- 
ing all along the route; and still I say give 
me the east ceast of Florida, from Ormond 
to Key West. I will add, too, that 1 have 
fished a little in Seotland, France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy, and none of their 
waters deserve mention with those of cither 
the United Stnteg or Canada, sait or fresh. 

[ retired from business 13 years ago, and 
have given much of my time to my favorite 
sport. Of late years I have done the major 
portion of my fishing on the Florida coast. 
I have a boat there and spend my winters 
there. My family has many times daccom- 
panied me to th» fishing waters. We are all 
fond of fishirg and boating. 

I have endeavored all :ay fe to deter- 
mine which of the fresh and salt water 
fishes. I considered the finest eating. I 
have been urablc to make a choice. Of 
the fresh water fishes qa Lake Superior 
white fish and a brook trout I consider as 
far surpassing all other varicties for eat- 
ing, hut as vetween the two I have néver 
been able to decide. We were on Lake 
Superior one season and made an effort tuo 
test the respective merits of these two 
fishes. When we had Gone we were still 
unable to say that the one was any better 
than the other. 

Of the salt water fishes, the pompano is, 
of course, considered by epicures the most 
delicious. 3Jut I have never been willing 
to yield the honors tu the pompany over the 
mangrove snapper, which 1ts for all sorts 
of couking the finest fish I have ever taken. 

I think there is no dowht that many new 
var‘eties are constantly being added to the 
600 kinds of fishes that Hive in the Florida 
waters. Ichthyologists are agreed that 


tl 


this is going on. 

The angel fish of the sea is the most 
beautiful fish I have ever seen, and I con- 
sider some of the sea fishes more desper- 
aie fighters upg a line than any of the 
fishes, pound for pound, that are heoked 
in our fresh waters. 

I have never considered the black base 
an exceptionally palatable fish. It is a gtod 
fish, but Is not to be compared with either 
the J.ake Superior white fish or the Brook 
trout. 

I Gnd that the gars are the most widely 
distributed of our fishes. They are found 
allke in fresh, brackish and salt water. 
The same big gar—we call him the great 
gar—found in the Mississippi river at St. 
Louis is found on the east Florida coast in 
salt water. I do not know of another 
family of fishes which may live in the d@if- 
ferent waters as the ‘sats do.

NOTICED a few weeks after the birth 

of my danghter Bersie that the child 

began to learn the use of its hands. 
With its small fingers twitching and cur:- 
ing in the effort to grasp something, I could 
not see why its instincts should not be 
gratified. I procured a‘ small wooden rod 
by which I sed to lift the baby from its 
mother's arms. The strength of a very 
young infant is wonderful. Within a week 
it could sustain its own weight. 

I have raised all my five children in a 
similar way. .The work of the parents in 
the phvsical development of their childrer 
should begin when the child commences the 
use of its hands. You will find that by the 
time the baby is a month old it can hold: 
its weight on a small bar by its fingers. 
When two months old it can crook its arms | 
and raise its weight easily. 

Do not mind its fretting. The litt!- vom 
will soon come to like it. When he Js four : 
months, old he can hold himself by one; 
hand, monkey fashion, and grasp a coin. 
or any other bright. object with the other. 
Now we will suppose that the baby has 
barely learned to crawl or to stard erect. 
Then téach it to turn a somersault. I know 
that the average mother will exclaim ‘tn 
horror at this. I do not mean that the 
little thing should be left to itself to crack , 
its small head on the floor. Just hold the 
child gently in one hand and turn it over 
just as it will tumble for itself later on. 
This will.reverse the internal organs, keep 
the liver clean and allow the stomach to 
perform its necessary functions, 

I believe that one of the principal points 
in the raising of children is that they shall 
not sleep with their parents. 

All my children were raised in a crib. 
This is the proper way to raise a child. 
And why should a baby be rocked in a 
cradle? It does not stimulate the swing- 
ing bough of a tree or even the arms of a 
mother. In fact, I believe that it is abso- 
lutely injurious. The brain is not allowed 
a moment's quiet. With every swing /iere 
is a continual, though unconscious cerebra- 
tion, which ts as tnjurious to a child as 
it would te to an adult swung for an hour 
or two in a swing. 

I never aliowed my children to sleep on 
a pillow, but always put them on a flat 
bed. In winter I give them plenty of cover. 
and in both summer and winter their ropms 
have been well ventilated. It is bie. 
necessary to warn parents of average in- 
telligence against allowing their childten 
\to sleep in a draught,

gymnastic training. Don't scare them or 
teach them to fee] fear. Teach them to go 
confidently into dark rooms.

Be Obliterated and an Indus- 
trial City Will Rise on Its Site. 


MODEL industrial city is to be created 

A this summer and the village of Val- 
‘ ley Park will disappear. Valley 

|}.Park is 18 miles from St. Louts, The St. 

Louis plate glass company has bought the 

entire town. 

Instead of the village of 30 houses which 
is now familiar to suburban passengers con 
the Frisco and Missouri Pacific trains, Val- 
ley Park will, eight months’ hence, be a 
city of 4,000 persons, with business blocks, 
Achools, churches, paved streets anda ccl- 
lection of newly built and freshly painted 
homes. 

_ Eight hundred arres, including not only 
the enfire area of tlic scattering town of 
to-day, but much larger tracts to the east 
and seuth, were placed under one owner- 

' ship last winter, immediately after the de- 

' eision to build a glass factory in St. Louis 
county was reached by a syndicate of 
Pittsburg millionaires. 

; In a field now grown high with whcat, 
which its new owners will harvest for the 
last time, tlh business center, of the city is 
to he placed. To the east and south of this 
field a force of 400 men is now engaged in 
putting up the main buildings of the glaca 
plant. 

South of the wheat field, and bordering on 
‘the Meramec river, lies the tract which the 
company his reserved for the enlargement 
of its plant. The land reserved contains 
room for three more groups of buildings 
such as those now being erected. 

North of the field, between the two rail- 
| road tracks, and north of both, are to be 

built the homes of the laborers and less 

' skilled workmen whom the company will 
employ. On the sloping approach to the 

; eastern hillside are to be more expensive 
homes of the highly skilled workmen and 
the office employes of the company. 

Features of the management of Pullman, 
‘Homestead and the best known industrial 
cities of the United States have been com- 
_ bined in the plans for the building of Val- 
dey Park. 

' Moore than any other one place, Vande- 

_grift, Pa., has been taken as the model 

‘which the new city will follow. Vande- 
grift is the seat of the Rogers-Buchfeld 

| Sheet Iron Works, and is the abode of 

' 9000 persons. It was built entirely by tne 
company, and property is held by others 
under restrictions. 

The glass company, under the name of 
(the Valley Park Land and Improvement 
Company, will plat the new eity, will pave 
the business streets, furnish light and 
‘water, lay sewers, build a hotel, a num- 
‘ber of business houses and several hun- 
dred dwellings. 

- Lots will be left vacant in both the busi- 
mess and residence districts to be sold to 

/employes who wish to build their own 

‘thomes and to business men who desire to 

'put up their own buildings. Others can 
buy or rent the buildings put up by the 
company. 

Every buyer of a business lot will be 
required to put up a fireproof building. 
' Every buyer of a residence lot must con- 
hract to keep it free from any kind of a 

business house. The cofner grocery and 
meat market are institutions which will 

“not be permitted in the new’ Valley Park. 

A public school building large enough 
‘for the needs of future years will be pro- 

vided, and land will be given to any re- 

Hgious denomination which wishes to erect 

a church. The Catholics, Episcopalians, 
Methodists and Presbyterians are expected 

to be the first to build houses of worship. 

Filtered water from the Meramec river, 
pumped into a standpipe on the high hill 
to the east of the town, will be piped into 
every yard. Brick will be the pavement 
for the business streets, and macadam for 
residence streets. The sewerage system 
will extend to every home. 

Quarters for a city government will be 
furnished, and a full set of officials will 
be elected by the first settlers. 

Saloons will. be allowed under certain 
restrictions. Every man’s time will be his 
own after working hours, and tbe only 
local laws which will govern the citizens 
‘will be those of their own making. 

Rents for workingmen’s houses, with 
six or seven rooms, bath, water and elec- 
tric ‘ight or gas and with ample yard and 
garden, will range from $8 to $12 a month. 
These houses will cost from $1000 to $1500. 
Time payment privileges will be extended 
to those who wish to buy their homes, or 
to buy lots on which to build. 

A park will be laid off in the residence 
part of the city, to be improved as the 

“community grows. 

These are the principal features of the 
design which, in less than sixty days, ergi- 
neers and artisans will commence to car- 
ry out. 

The greater part of the population of the 
new city will be imported, Not less than 
45) skilled glass workers, now employed in 
eastern factories of the glass trust, are to 
come with their families. The remaining 
workmen, 250 or more, needed to complete 
the working foree of the plant, will be 
drawn from nearer localities. 

The.sale of an entire town, even thovgh 
it\be a small town, does not occur every 
day. The sale of Valley Park was in prog- 
ress nearly three months, and was car- 

‘ried out with so little blowing of trumpets 
that few of the sellers realized the extent 
of the deal. None of them knew the use 
to which their property was to be put until 
the company's representatives were ready 
to tell them. 

When a heavy, bronzed man, wearing 
glasses and carrying a rifle, alighted from 
@ suburban train at the Valley Park depot 
on the morning of September 7, last, the 
Villagers at the depot shook their heads. 

“Poor hunting he'll find out here,’ was 
their comment. 

The hunter showed himself a sociable 
man. He was slow spoken and of friendly 
manner, and the Valley Park folk liked 
him so well that they told him where bet- 
ter hunting could be found, a few miles up 
the Meramec.

The Pacific sand beds are outcroppings of 
the vein of sand which describes a semi- 
circle between the Mississippi river at 
Crystal City, Jefferson County, and the 
Missouri river at Klondike, near St.

HE substation the transit company 
has just opened at Delmar and De 
Baliviere avenues was planned to be 

placed at Creve Coeur Lake. We decided 
that the center of power for the West End 
could be where the station was finally lo- 
cated. We have spent £250,000 on this boos- 
ter of the power to Creve Coeur Lake. 

Forest Park and Delmar Garden, on which 
there has been a constantly increasing 
drain. 

We were getting so the current to Creve 
Coeur, which has 14 miles to travel. was 
scarcely able to n.ove the cars. It had all 
to he sent over feed wires from our cen- 
tral plant at Park and Vandeventer ave- 
nues. We were to have had the North 
Broadway power plant a year ago May 1. 
Here we are over a year late, and the 
plant is only partly cempleted. But the 
power we are getting from it is a great 
relief. 

There is an immense amount 
getting materials. A hundred open 
that were to have been ready May 1 
not all delivered yet. The people who pat- 
ronize railroads want to things done. 
They demand service, no matter how 
strikes and prosperity may interfere with 
getting machinery and materials. So we 
are not doling much, but push right along 
as fast as we can. The service will tell 
its own tale. 

The North Broadway plant and the new 
substation will cost us $1,500,000. We shall 
spend a hundred thousand more for a stor- 
age plant just west of the substation. It 
will be a plain building of one story, with 
floor space 150x200 feet. It will store about 
2000-horse power, which» will run in when

the power at the plants is greater than 
that required for the feed wires of the 
trolleys, and run out again when the pow- 
er in the plants is not so great. 

The electric fluid is stored in groups of 
iron tanks two and a half feet deep, two 
feet wide and two and a half feet long. 
These contain the zinc plates and the 
chemicals. About, 94 per cent of the elec- 
tricity stored goes back into the wires. 
There is no leakage from the batteries, but 
there is a leakage from the wires of about 
6 per cent. 

Detroit, which has lines running sto re- 
mote sections, and Buffalo, which uges Ni- 
agara ‘River power, sent 24 miles’ at a high 
potentiality, are the only cities I know using 
the system of transformers we have just 
installed at our substation at Delmar and 
De Baliviere avenues, 
cal way to send electricity a long distance 
is at high voltage. Electricity is meas- 
ured by volts and by amperes. Voltage 
means pressure and amperage means vol- 
ume, The wire resistance is overcome by 
high voltage, and q great saving in copper 
made. Feed wires for trolley lines 
only 550 volts of direct current, but 
they carry a high amperage. We send a 
6600-volt current alternating from positive 
to negative 3000 ifmes a minute, over six 
half-inch copper cables, 7.1 iniles, and 
step it down through static or equilibrat- 
ing transformers to 360 volts. 

These transformers do their work by in- 
duction. The primary coil of wire through 
which the current passes is miles long and 
small. The secondary coil of wire is large 
and shorter. The current jumps from the 
small wire coil to the large, The difference 
between the size and length of wire in the 
coils is the difference between 6600 
360 volts. The pressure is reduced and 
volume increased.

So the switches 
used in turning on and off the 6600-volt 
current coming from North Broadway are 
immersed in oil. 

There are air-space lightning arresters 
to preserve the switches, the connections 
and the transformers and converters. Un- 
der the pressure of current from the power 
house the jump across the air space is im- 
possible, but add to this pressure the cur- 
rent contained in a lightning flash and the 
cable is overcharged, and, taking the short- 
est path to the ground, the lightning is ex- 
pected to leap across to the exposed ar- 
resters and pe sidetracked through large 
grounded cables. 

The cables we use in carrying the power 
to the booster station are worth 21% cents 
a pound, put up. They weigh 3725 pounds 
a mile Six times seven and one-tenth 
miles are 42.6 miles. Multiply that by the 
weight per mile and multiply that by 21% 
cénts per pound and you have $3413.12% as 
the cost of the cables. 

We have a total of 40,000 horsepower, with 
10,000 as the normal load of the North 
Broadway house. Six per cent are lost in 
transmission. To get more capacity at the 
substation more cables must be strung. 
We expect to string 30 before we have done. 
This will make it necessary to put in more 
transformers. The current, after it goes 
through them will go into the storage 
batteries during the time of least travel, 
to be used when the peak of the load comes. 
You cannot run a great volume of direct 
current a long way because of resistance. 
But by substations you can send the high 
current through comparatively small wires 
to the center of the area of operation and 
there distribute it as a low potential. We 
shall erect other substations as travel de- 
mands it. But for the present -the station 
at Delmar and De Baliviere wil be suffi- 
cient to give us motive power in plenty 
for all our lines.

meteor passed. He found it to be a frag- 
ment of rock weighing three-quarters of a 
pound. The trail of this great ball of lire 
was carefully reviewed and it was ascer- 
tained that it was first scen at the south 
border of the Indian Territory, where it 
was from 60 to 100 miles above the earth. 
During the latter part of its overland jour- 
ney it was between 25 and 40 miles high. 
It is not known to have struck the earth at 
all, and is supposed to have either struck 
in the Atlantic ocean or to have passed be- 
yond the atmesphere of tne earth without 
being attracted to the ground. The ve- 
locity of this meteos was estimated at from 
2 to 50 miles a second, the average ap- 
proximation being that it moved Ww miles 
a second. 

In July, 1860, a wonderful meteor appeared 
over Michigan some 90 miles above the 
earth. It moved east, crossing Pennsyl- 
vania and New England. Its light was so 
brilliant as io call thousands of persons 
from their homes. It ran east-southeast, 
and was about 50 miles high when it 
went over New York. Fairly accurate 
sbservations of its height were taken as it 
moved from New York to New Haven, and 
these showed the meteor to be forty-two 
miles above ground. Its velocity was about 
12 miles a second, or 50 times the velocity 
of sound, and it made no nolse, being as 
noiseless as it was brilliant.
